Tiie  Exhibition  now  exposed  to  Public 
View,  has  been  nearîy  Twenty  Years  collect- 
ing  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  by  Monsieur 
Vïllette,  at  a  great  expence,  and  witli 
much  labour.  Many  of  the  Insects.  are  froin 
Br  a  z  if,  and  the  whole  of  the  Birds  in  the 
Cases,  from  No.  9  to  14,  are  from  Java. 

The  Gnu  is  believed  to  be  the  only  animal 
of  the  kind  now  in  the  country,  and  the 
Wild  Bogs  are  the  only  Pair  eve  bronght 
over  alive. 


LIVE  ANIMALS. 

The  GNU.— -This  Animal  inhabits  the  country  of  the 
N  arnaquas,  to  the  Northward  of  tire  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 
It  feeds  in  large  docks  on  the  plains,  is  exceedingly  fierce, 
and  very  swift.  It  frequently  drops  on  its  knees,  runs 
quickly  in  that  posture,  furrowing  the  groimd  with  its  horns 
and  legs.  The  desh  is  reckoned  very  ffood.

Wild  Dogs. — Little  is  known  of  the  habits  of  thèse 
beautiful  Animais  as  they  avoid  the  haunts  of  men.  They 
inhabit  the  interior  of  Africa,  and  hunt  in  large  packs/ — 
Thcir  heads  are  beautifully  formed,  and  legs  slender.  Tire 
tail  resembles  that  of  the  Wolf. 
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ANIMALS. 

1.  The  Hippopotamus. — This  extraordinary  animal  (the 
undoubted  Behemoth  of  Job)  was  shot,  to  the  Eastward  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  the  Berg  River,  in  November 
last.  It  measures  upwards  of  Eleven  Feet  in  Length,  and 
is  nearly  the  same  in  circumference. 

2.  Condoma,  or  Strepsicerous  Antelope. — This  Animal  in¬ 
habits  the  country  near  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  :  it  is  near 
9  feet  from  the  nose  to  the  rump,  and  4  feet  6  high  at  the 
shoulders.  It  is  said  to  leap  with  surprizing  activity*  to  a 
great  length. 

3.  Oryx  Antelope.— It  inhabits  Syria,  Arabia,  Persia, 
India,  Egypt,  Ethiopia,  and  near  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.. 
This  species  is  named  Gems  Bock,  and  is  supposed  bv 
Gmelin  to  be  the  Zibi  of  the  Sacred  W riters.
